dent, Mrs. R. II. Woodcock ; secretary, 
Mrs. A. Childs ; treasurer, Mrs. N. Fail- 
ng-After a few minutes deliberation, the la- 
dice proceeded to draft a document pledg- 
ing citizens to use theiri influence to se- 
cure the triumph of the anti-license ticket 
at the approaching election. 
They then 


districted the city and appointed four com- 
mittees, of three ladies each, to present 
,he pledge, solicit signatures, develop the 
.euipcrance element, confirm tho doubtful, 
strengthen tho wavering, and reclaim the 
tmck-sliddcu. 


Another business meeting was held on 


the evening following at tho residence of 
N. Failing, und arrangements to commence 
the canvass perfected. Early Thursday 
morning the committees were earnestly at 
work, and with augmented zeal they con- 
tinued until after nightfall, when they as- 
sembled at the residence of B. S. Lewis to 
compare noted and ascertain what degree 
of success had crowned their efforts thus 
far. 
The result of this conference was 


most cheering, uud Iho ladies adjourned to 
resume the canvass on tliu following morn- 
ing, and before noon on Friday the posi- 
tion of every man in Macon on the tem- 
perance question was known. 


Friday afternoon the ladies held a mass 


convention at the M. E. Church, which 
was opened with prayer by Mrs. Ogden, 
ami addressed by Messrs Carroll, Tobey, 
Hnndly, Hornbarger and Webb. 
The la- 


dies were harmonious iti their views|and de- 
liberations, but the gentlemen present, dif- 
fered somewhat, nnd alter expressing their 
opinions, withdrew from the house, leav- 
ing the ladies to manage the meeting in 
their own way. 
However, before tho gen- 


tlemen withdrew, Mrs. D. C. Webb read 
the following preamble and resolutions 
which had been unanimously adopted at 
the last regular meeting of the Macon Lit- 
erary Society, consisting of forty mem- 
ers : 
WnKHBAS, The authorities of Macon 
ave seen fit to license the sale ot intoxi- 
ating liquors iu oar midst for tho past 
wo years, and in so doing have thrown 
bout it the protection of law ; aud 
WJIKBEAS, We the members of tho Ma- 
on Literary Society, consisting of young 
adies and gentlemen, belisve the above 
ction to be unjust to ourselves, unjust to 
ur citizens, especially the young people 
f our city, and detrimental to the educa- 
ional and moral interests of the whole 
ommunity; therefore, be it 
Resolved, That we earnestly beg and 
olicit said authorities not to grant license 
or the selling of spirituous, fermented or 
malt liquors, and to prohibit the use of 
he same within the city limits. 


liesolved, That we heartily endorse the 


(resent woman's temperance movement in 
jur city, and that we will use our utmost 
nfluence towards abolishing Iho nbomina- 
)le liquor traffic in Macon:

MARY JOHNSON, Sco'y. 
The ladies then at the request of quite a 


number of our most influential citizens, 
made a selection of the candidates whom 
,hey desired to see elected to control the 
affairs of our city. 


Friday evening at the temperauce men's 


convention for nominating officers, 
the 


names selected by the ladies were pre- 
sented, and cheerfully and unanimously 
nominated. 


Saturday a call was made for a temper- 


ance meeting to be held at the town hall, 
and invitations were sent out to the ladies 
lo atttcnd by the principal speaker of the 
evening, who had declined to sign the la- 
dies' pledge, and who was supposed to be 
opposed to their movement, but this gen- 
tlemen in his speech came out and placed 
himself squarely upon the ladies' platform, 
signed their pledge, received their congrat-.- 
ulalions, and henceforth worked faithfully 
in their interests. 


Sabbath evening a lar.e congregation 


assembled at the M. E. Church to hear 
the pastor, Rev. Mr. Carroll, deliver a 
temperance discourse from Joshua, 8-13 : 
"There is an accursed thing in the midst 
of thcc, O Israel; thou canst not stand be- 
fore thine enemies until ye take away the 
accursed thing from among you." 


When Monday morning arrived and the 


hour for opening the polls came, Iho ladies 
iu full force came also, and nolwitliatnnd- 
im; the severe wind, the living dust, Iho 
fallin" rain,'and the predictions of false 
prophets, they stood firmly and heroically 
at Iheir posts until the last vote was cast, 
und the sun had ceased to give light for 
that da)-. It is sail1 l>y o!cl resillenLs tllttt 
never before did they witness such a quiet 
and orderly election in Macon, and never 
before did the temperance party gain such 
a signal and overwhelming victory. It is 
iilsi^ granted that this great victory la 
mainly attributable to the the influence of 
Hie ladies' temperance movement. 


At a regular meeting of the Ladies' Tem- 


perance Organization held last evening al 
the Lyceum Hall, the following letter from 
Mayor Woodcock was received and rend :

degradation. Our foes proclaim this a 
woman's victory. 
We accept the situa- 


tion, and rejoice to know that so long as 
man is influenced and governed by the 
good impulses of noble women, so long is 
it impossible that he should materially err. 
Wishing you a like success in all your 
efforts to suppress vice, and hoping that 
the overruling band of Providence may 
guide, guard and direct you in all your 
future battles for temperance and morality,
